WHERE IS THE GOLD? 


Need of the restoration of the gold standard in 


Great Britain was emphasized at a recent meeting 
of the Sound Currency Association in London. 
Leading financial currency authorities were in 
complete agreement on this matter. 


Sir George Paish, financial expert who visited 


the United States about a year ago, said the finan- 
cial position of England would uot be sound until 
the gold standard was restored. England would 
then be able to pay for the things it requires ffom 
other countries in goods or services without need- 
ing credit operationH and without fearing the 
drain of gold from the country. The gold stand- 
ards of "Europe must also be re-established, he 
said. 


So the financial and government and economic 


experts of other countries are reviving considera- 
tion of the question of putting the currency, mone- 
tary and credits systems back on a gold basis. 
It is not an easy task and it will require a long 
time to finish. But inflated paper currency and 
pyramided public debts have again been experi- 
enced and found to be destructive, repressive and 
dangerous. 


To regain a gold basis it is necessary to retire 


the large public debts and to call in the large 
issues of paper currency. This will require metal- 
lic money in large quantities, gold and silver. It 
will soon be found that every country in the world 
i» stimulating gold production, while the United 
States is neglecting to do anything at all.

A Blood Test 


The divorce case of Hanker Stillman of Kcw

Certain corpus- 
cles, it is claimed, would l>e similar in man and 
child if the mnn was the father of the child. This 
blood test was made in the Vittori case, and on 
the, strength of the testimony thus adduced Judge 
Graham decided that Vittori was the father. The 
speculation is whether such tost will be attempted 
in the Sfillman rase in the event it comes to ft 


bitter is.sue. Stillman has definitely cast doubts 
of the paternity of the jotingest child born to Mrs. 
Stillman. and attributed it to a half-breed guide 
who was a retainer in the banker's summer camp, 
and who is i-eferred to as an "Apollo Belvedere." 
Tt is possible that here is an unusual opportunity 
to try out the test, as the blood gf a half breed 
may be so distinctive as to be traced without ques- 
tion. However, the te«t may not be made, as at 
last accounts the notoriety that is accruing is too 
much for the wealthy head of the family, and at 
leasi temporarily be has called a halt to the pro- 
ceedings. 
Philippine Policy 


San Francisco is more immediately interested 


in, the policy to be pursued with regard to the 
Philippines than any other city w i t h i n the con- 
Tines of the United States. It is the most direct 
point of contact. Many of (he interests and en- 
terprises there are rooted here. More would be, 
and the roots would be firmer, but the WiNon 
polio has unsettled much thai •nas in a way In 
become definitely established. 
Fifteen years of 


intelligent and patriotic effort had clone much for 
the Filipinos. But the attitude of the Wilson ad 
ministration undid a great deal of it, and raised 
political hopes that the Filipinos may not realize 
for years. At the outset the late administration 
declared its intent to cast the islands loose at 
once; at the least, an opinion was expressed that 
the islands should summarily be set free. In the 
present state of world affairs it isn't the psycho- 
logical time to withdraw from the Philippine1-;, 
We see what is taking place in countries not able 
to take care of themselves, and we can reasonably 
figure what would happen to the Filipinos. We 
have only to take account of what has happened to 
Ihe Koreans at the hands of the Japanese. 
Stabilizer of Wages 


The Standard Oil Company is a great stabilizer 


nf wages. It usually pays the highest wages going. 
Its method of employing men is- unusual, some- 
what drastic. Tt pursues inquiries about them, 
learns their history that it may judge of their 
character and the probability of their not only 
making' good at th.eir initial jobs, but of filling 
positions up higher; but once jxjrmanently em- 
ployed they are made to feel that they are settled 
for the duration of their active careers, or as long 
as they elect to remain in the company's employ. 
George D. AH, general shipping manager, is here 
from Xew York on a tour of inspection of the 
company's tankers that p'y from Pacific ports. Be 
doesn't reassure the business world as to the 
business outlook, though expressing Ihe opinion 
that the prevailing dullness is an after-thc-war 
readjustment and i.s likely to be over soon. He 
does say definitely, however, that there will be no 
reduction of wages of the company's employees, 
though some who were taken on in the war emerg- 
ency may be let go. What he says further as to 
the extent of the company's business i.s particu- 
larly informing. In HOM the company had 450 
tankers of 10.000 tons each. Through war de- 
mands, this number was increased to nearly a 
thousand, and with that increase many more men 
were employed than arc now required. Were all 
other big companies thus reassuring to their em- 
ployees much of the uncertainty that clouds the 
industrial world would be dissipated. 
Some of 


those who have held jobs created by the war may 
be discharged, but the vast army that will be re- 
quired in the various lines of industry may expect 
to retain their jobs at the old salary. 
Reindeer Meat 


Some interesting facts were recently given me 


concerning a new meat supply—reindeer. Ex- 
plorer Stefansson has had a good deal to say of 
the possibilities in this direction, but perhaps the 
reason he has not made a deeper popular imprcs 
sion is that his representations were too startling. 
One gathers from him that the vast 
desolate 


stretches in Canada are more equal to supplying 
the meat for civilized regions than the. plains of 
more temperate North America or the pampas ol 
South America. A little over twenty years ago 
the United States government, to save the Alaskan 
Indians from starvation, imported some 2400 rein 
deer from Siberia. Tt is a singular fact that at 
though reindeer had been domesticated for ecu 
turics in Siberia, they had not found their way in 
the domestic state to the American continent. A 
near cousin, the caribou, occurs in a wild state, 
but to draw upon that for a meat supply would be 
to exterminate it, as were the buffalo, and it woulc 
be otherwise impracticable. The 2400 reindeer 
brought to Alaska twenty years ago have now in 
creased to more than two hundred thousand. Of 
these a corporation 
in which Jafet Lindeberg 


is tho chief figure owns some &",000. The others 
are owned by Indians, who are not permitted to 
sell to whites. This increase would establish a 
ratio for a period approximately of twenty years. 
What it will be twenty years hence may be left 
to those inclined to figure in geometric progres- 
sion. The corporation nllnded to has begun mar- 
keting reindeer venison. 
So fur it i« regarded 


more as a luxury than a staple, and commands «'i 
price that keeps it above popular consumption. 
Hut some thousands of carcasses have reached the 
markets, this city's consignment having found 
ready bmers aiidTefritrerating arrangements have 
'jeen made for more extensive handling. The in- 
teresting feature about this mailer is that here is 
an animal inured to a region that none of the meat- 
producing animals heretofore relied on could live 
n. The reindeer not only lives but thrives there, 
nultiplying remarkably, and not having to be fed, 
is animals have to be even in temperate zones. 
The cost of raising them is negligible, the expense 
corning in, getting the product to market from the 
solated regions where the animals are reared and 
slaughtered. 
The St. Francis Fire 


The most remarkable conflagration that ever

Miller has adopted a policy in accordance with 
this idea, and in furtherance of it has lent his 
assistance to the enactment of a law that would 
create a State commission which would take con- 
trol of traction lines from the city. Such a body 
would have powers analagous to those of Cali- 
fornia's State Kaijroad Commission. It is to pre- 
vent the enactment of this law that Senator John- 
son has been retained.

The Oklahoma 
couple had been "friendly" for years, just as had 
the San Francisco pair. It became a notorious 
liaison in the one case just the same as in the 
other. The man in each instance endeavored to 
"get shut" of the connection, and was threatened 
by the woman.

The California instance 
occurred fifty years ago, and was a national sen- 
sation. The Oklahoma case was a considerable 
item of news, but there have been so many tri- 
angles in the half-century that none is ever likely 
to excite the attention that the famous one did 
that happened here.

Chapter XIV. 


At Brookdale,*Santa Cruz county, Calif., on 


one of those afternoons in 
the 
month 
of 


April when the freshness of nature and a 
*balmy air call all forms of life into activity, 
some members of my family started out for 
a walk, -while I remained on the banks of the 
San Lorenzo, whipping the stream for a few 
trout for the next day's breakfast. 
The river 


bank at this particular locality formed1 the 
front 
door jard -of our homo. 
The 
folks 


had not proceeded far when they discovered 
on the roadside a snider wasp that had cap- 
tured a bpider of about twite its «izo and 
was dragging it along1 the ground. 
Knowing 


my-interest in the life history of members of 
the wasp family and realizing their discovery 
was that of an important proceeding in the 
perpetuation of the specie of this particular 
wasp, I was quickly summoned. Laying aside 
my rod T joined the party at-the roadside. 


On this spot the road was graded two feet 


or more beloxv the level of the ground on 
either side, leaving almost perpendicular banks 
of earth. 
The run off of storm water had 


cut or worn somewhat of a gully along the 
base of the bank on the north side in the 
•bottom of which was gravel and cobble stones. 
Here and there in the face-of, the bank there 
-were holes with about the diameter of a lead 
pencil 
The relation of these 
details 
are 


necessary to a clear understanding of the de- 
scription of what was taking place. 


Wlien first discovered, the wasp, which, waa 


one of those with 'blue black wings and a 
dark- red body about three-quarters of an 
Inch long, was dragging a large, limp and 
apparently lifeless spider towards the road- 
side bank in which were the holes mentioned. 
The'wasp, was walking backwards, Dragging 
its victim-by one of its legs over the rough 
bottom of the little gully. 
Reaching _a cer- 


tain point Tinder one of the 
holes, 
it Im- 


• mediately started backing up the bank with, 
its load.

To its, somewhat acquainted with the habits 


"of -tyasps, It was apparent that its objective 
"v.sa one of the larger holes about

spider to that point or even to a less height 
for thati.mattur.

;ono until a small shelving projection of earth 
!was reached. Here Mrs. Wasp dropped her 
'load and went running around the face 
of .

Seemingly she Batih-flcd herself, 


,,/whatover hor purpose may have been, for 


she .returned to the place where she had left

'"• The wasp seemed to know at once what had 
^.happftned, for she quickly followed down and

tho bank again, going backwards towards the 
£omo point as before.

v holes opened, among some small roots that pro- 
' Jeoted and hung down from the faco of the

after much trouble and exertion to a place

Each of these succeeding 


trips up the bank with the huge limp body 
of the spider was like the preceding attempis, 
except twice the- spider in 
falling 
dropped 


down out of sitfht between some cobble- stones. 
The wasp seemed to bo unable to recover ii. 
so we took it out of the crevice and laid it on 
a smooth place in plain 
sight, 
whore she 


quickly found it. 
Once she took the spider 


to a place about two inches above the entrance 
to her nest and hung it in a mass of little 
rootlets that projected from the fo.co of the 
bank while she made- the inspection visit to 
Her nest preparatory to taking tho victim in. 
When she came back she made the mistake 
of seizing her pri/.e from below.' A few quick 
tugH loosened the spider and its greater weight 
jfirked the wns'p from "her foothold, but not 
her mnuthhflil, for the two went roiling down 
the bunk together and when they reached the 
bottom the wasp still had a firm grasp of one 
of tho legs of the spider.

On the final trip the wasp' look tho victim 


to the spot two inches above (he entrance of 
her nest and left it as she did on the occasion 
just related. 
This time upon her return she 


•did not attempt to move it as she did then, 
but went to the upper'side of tho spider and 
lifted it1 free of tho rootlets and lowered it 
to a place adjoining the entrance of the nest, 
where by' the aid of an outhariglng rootlet 
she found a temporary resting place far the 
bulky garni while she made another trip to 
tho -interior of the nest 


Just why the wasps of this character follow 


the practice of leaving their game near 
the 


entrances of their nests while they make a 
visit to the interior is not understood, unless 
it is, as some observers and students of wasp 
habits assume, for the purpose of seeing- that 
everything is all right for receiving the prize. 


Accepting this theory as being qprrect then 


our wasp must have found conditions favor- 
able for the reception of the spider, for when 
she came out she went directly to the prize 
and seized it. not jby the legs as she had been 
doing, bu^this time by its hindmost part, the 
apex of its abdomen. This change of method 
in handling the game suggested that she knew 
that the only way the spider could be hauled 
into, the nest was endwise: that by dragging 
It by a leg would bring the body athwart the 
entrance, making it impossible to pull it in. 
It was plain now that she had conquered all 
the difficulties that had interfered with 
her 


depositing the pj-i"/e in the nest after capture, 
and further proceeding was a simple matter. 


She walked baek'wards into the hole, pull- 


ing tho spider after her. 
As the body of the 


latter began to disappear it was evident that 
it was a "tight fit." 
In fact, it was so tight 


t.lutt for a few seconds it looked as if 
the 


bulky prizo had blocked the entrance 
and 


turned the tables on the wasp by imprison- 
ing hor in tho nest. 
But not so, as littlo by 


little tho spider was disappearing into Iho 
hole, gradually 
iving in response to the 


tugging of tbi> wasp and 
finally pas-sing, out 


of sight. 


,1 looked at my watch and saw that it was 


quarter past three. 
From previous observa- 


tion of the habits of other wasps 
of 
this 


family 1 expected our wasp to lay an egg and 
attac'h it to the lifeless body of the immured 
spider and then return to the entrance of the_ 
nest uiui plug or. fill up the hole, and thus 
remove all outward evidence of its existence. 
After waiting five minutes I began to think 
that probably the wasp hud been unable to 
pull the prize all the way down to the en- 
larged cavity at the bottom of the nest and 
was actually imprisoned. 
Ten, twenty, thirty 


and finally forty minutes passed and no wasp 
appeared. 
Was she unable to 
come 
out? 


Knowing her remarkable powers in excavat- 
ing earth arid her strength in limb and body 
1 eould not bring myself to that conclusion. 
I thought it more probable, as it was now 
nearly 4 o'clock and the chilly 
air 
of 
the 


evening: was coming on, the wasp hud merely 
.suspended operations. 


So it proved tci be. 
HS will be. shown by 


what followed. 
The next day 1 visited the 


scene of operations and found the entrance ' 
open just HS we left it the previous day. and 
it remained rhat way for five days more. The 
weather during this period was cold, cloudy 
and rainy. It is well known, that wasps of 
nearly all kinds are partial to warm weather - 
and disposed to remain "indoors" while it is 


»co)d and unpleasant outside. 
Now came a 


bright and sunshiny day. 
Early in the fore- 


noon we went to tho nest and 
found 
Airs. 


Wasp at work sealing up the entrance. 
She 


seemed to be working quite 
leisurely, con- 


trary to the habit of her kind in this opera- 
tion. 
We could not see how she was doing 


the work, for she was operating from the iri- 
sif]f> and only a small part of her posterior 
was visible.

We left the wasp at her work, but return- 


ing in about an hour we found the hole com- 
pletely filled even with the face of the bank, 
and therefore were disappointed in not.hav-^ 
ing been ablft to witness this final operation. 


Marking the- spot 
for 
future observation 


we l£ft it undisturbed for a weak. 
At the 


end of this period we concluded to excavate 
the nest and ascertain if possible what had 
taken place within the depths. 
By carefully 


cutting down the bank we found the hole- en- 
tered the earth on an incline of about 25 'de- 
grees to a depth of nearly five inches. 
We 


found the remains of the spider in a rather 
advanced stage .of 
decomposition, indicating 


that the wasp had killed it at the time of cap- 
ture instead of paralyzing it. To our surprise 
we found no larva. 


Evidently the wasp had not deposited an 


egg in the nest with the 
spider. 
However. 


failures of this nature have been noted 
by 


several students of the habits* and actions of 
the members of the wasp family. So the seem- 
'injj neglect of our wasp was not an exceptional 
case, strange as it may appear that after all 
tho labor and tcoublo she had experienced in 
preparing, tho nest, capturing the spider and 
hoisting it to the cell she should then fail to 
perform the one act for which all her work 
and time expended was the solo purpose. 


Another interesting incident witnessed while 


watching the operations of the wasp was the 
action of a small fly of the same species 
tioned in the stories of the 
Digging 
WaspsT 


From its actions it evidently was watching for 
an opportunity to deposit .some of its eggs on 
the. body of tho spider. When the wasp waa 
struggling to place the spider in the hole the 
fly remained perched on a rootlet near 
th& 


entrance, turning this way and that way so 
that it could see all that was taking place. 
When the wasp would disappear in the hola 
tho fly would instantly hover over the mouth 
of it, but retreat as quickly when the 
wasp 


came out. The behavior of the bold little in- 
sect clearly indicated that it fully understood 
tho object and purpose of the wasp as well 
ns recognized her dangerous character. 
The ' 


wasp was so Ions engaged in the operation of 
burying the spider that the fly probably be- 
came impatient, for k went away before th» 
wasp succeeded in its efforts. 


It is well known among entomologists that 


the method attempted by tljc fly is one. if 
not the only one, .adopted by its species for the 
perpetuation of its kind. 
The eggs of the fly 


hatch quickly and the larvae appropriate the 
provisions provided by the wasp. 
If the egg of 


the latter hatches the larva also becomes a 
victim in satisfying tile "voracious appetites of 
tho growing fly babies. 


Prey Chiefly On Spiders 


This wasp belongs to the division known as 


Psaniimochnridae, all members of which prey 
chiefly on spiders. 
There are several species 


of which the Tarantula hawk, or Pepsis. Is 
one. 
This is n g'iatu among the wasps and 


preys upon Tarantulas, the giants of the spider 
race. 


Since writing the foregoing I have had the 


pleasure of reading Phil and 
Nellie 
Rau's 


"Wasp Studios Afield" and found a story of 
their observation of the actions of a spider 
hunting wasp in .disposing of a spider in a 
hole in a bank, in Missouri, wherein the con- 
ditions and circumstances were quite similar 
to those related by me. In their case, however, 
the wasp made twenty or more attempts before 
it succeeded in getting its victim in the hole. 
The methods and actions of their wasp were 
so nearly the same as the Brookdale wasp one 
might be justified in assuming they were of 
the same specie. 


Priocfieiiiis jwmpilus is the name given 
U> 


tho. 
wasp described by the Raus. Not having 


collected any specimens of tho Brookdale wasp 
I am unable to' give the species to wliich it 
belongs or be more definite than to say tlis 
one observed by me is a 
member 
of 
the 


P.sammocharidae family, as is the one noted 
by the Raus.

family, that tho purpose of tho wasp in cap- 
turning tho spidor was to provide food for Its 
young. 
Upon catching a spider tho wasp 


Ktabs it with her stinger until it is paralyzed 
and helpless or Is killed. The victim is taken 
to tha nest or coll provided for its reception. 
There tho wasp lays an egg which sho at- 
taches to a favorable spot on the spider so 
tho baby wasp as soon as it is hatched can 
begin feeding on it. 
Ordinarily ns soon as 


tho rgg laying Is finished the wasp comes out 
of tho nest, which if in the earth llko tho 
one connected with tho incidents of this story, 
she then scratches in sufficient dirt to plug 
up tho entrance and removes all evidence of 
the Tinar-by nest.

Ing of enemies was authorized by 
everv teaching ot pi lest and leader.

eiuesan was never guilty ot torture 
of any kind 
Though they slew and 


ate, they had none of the» refinements 
of cruelty of tho Romans, not even 
scalping enemies as did th» Seythi- 
anss Visigoths. Franks, and Anglo- 
Saxons. 
Tn their most bloody war* 


they often paused In battle to give 
the enemy time to eat and to Jest, 
and there Is no record of their ever
